BENEFITS OF CONSERVATION. 
The Biological Survey of the De­ 
partment of Agriculture is responsi­ 


ble for the statement that “there will 
br more ifcme for American hunters 
this year than at any time*in the past 
live 
years,” 
this conclusion 
being 
based upon reports sent in 
by the 
gam e wardens all over the country. 
Wildfowl in particular will be very 
abundant according to the 
reports, 
there being more ducks and geese in 
some parts of the country than the 
oldest inhabitants have ever seen be- 
fore. 
These are glad tidings to «millions 
of people and news of importance to 
other millions who are not sportsmen, 
1) oca use this increase of game means 
an important addition to the food sup­ 


p l y of the nation and a large increase 
of r< venue to states which have prop- 
erly 
organized 
game 
departments. 
What is most interesting of all about 
.it,*however, is the fací that this large 
increase of wildfowl within a short 
period is an exceedingly impressive 
demonstration of the value and effect­ 
iveness of scientific game protection. 
There is no doubt at all that by far 
the most important agency in bring­ 
ing about this remarkable increase of 
game birds, and especially of water­ 


f o w l , has been the Federal law, rein­ 
forced by treaty with Canada, one of 
the most beneficial effects of which 
has been to do away with the spring 
shooting which was formerly so de- 
si metive t o wildfowl and which, in- 
deed, wa,s mainly responsible for the 
ex tin* t ion o f some species. 
The Fed­ 
eral law provided for the first tim e's 
nation-wide system of game protect­ 
ion and put an end to the folly of 
leaving t o the individual states the 
task oi protecting birds which passed 
in the migrations from one state to 
another and which, under the widely 
differing state laws, were protected 
in o n e state only to be slaughtered 
in the next state which they entered. 
Ii is to be hoped that in view of this 
striking demonstration of the benefits 
<T intelligent conservation, public sen­ 
timent will be moved to take the fur­ 
ther steps necessary to make the new 
system fully effective. 
The splendid 
results obtained so far have been ob­ 


t a i n e d in spite of the fact that the gov­ 
ernment has never been able because 
of lack of funds to enforce the law as 
it should be enforced. 
An even great­ 
er increase of game would be the cer­ 
tain result if it were possible to en- 
force the law rigidly. 
The next step, 
and one whirls will be of very great 
value, should be the passage of the 
“public shooting grounds, game ref­ 
uge bill” now before congress, a meas­ 
ure 
which 
will 
provide 
additional 
funds for game protection and at the 
same 
time 
establish 
both shooting 
grounds for public and refuges for 
the birds where they may feed and 
breed unmolested. Federal protection 
lias already shown what it can do even 
with uinsufficient means. 
Let us give 


it the facilities it ought to have and 
the results will amaze the skeptics— 
if there are any. 


THE INSECT LESSON. 


From ?h»* A tla n ta C onstitu tio n 
The sluggard was well-advised of 
old when he was told to “go to the 
ant" and— turn over a new leaf. 
From that far day to this the ant 
has been giving lessons in industry 
and resourcefulness to the sluggards 
of the human race— however little 
they may have been heeded. 
In this connection the following 
from 
the 
Toronto 
Sunday 
World, 
which rightly claims that an ant hill 
has solved many complicated mining 
problems, is of interest, though it may 
seem to be ‘stretching” the imagina­ 
tion— 
“Thousands of ants working in­ 
stinctively perform miraculous engi­ 
neering feats with amazing efficiency 
and without profiteering. 
Each ant 
finds its own work and the teamwork 
when big problems must be solved is 
surprisingly 
efficient. 
When 
one 
shift of workers tires or must stop for 
food or rest, its place is taken by other 
workers equally skillful, so that not 
a moment is lost. 
When an ant be­ 
comes covered with dirt, others imme­ 
diately clean it by washing and brush­ 
ing. 
During their mining operations 
in digging holes and removing an ant 
is often injured, 
whereupqn 
others 
rush it to a quieter gallery, where first 
aid may be administered. 
The 
re­ 
sourcefulness of these little engineers 
has been found to anticipate many of 
our recent efficiency methods.” 
Practically the same story has been 
told in books dealing with the insect 
world, and it is a wonder that the 
“sons of rest” of various communi­ 
ties, with plenty of time to observe 
the working ways, even of 
insects, 
haven’t profited by them in taking the 
lessons home— the lessons of individ­ 
ual team work, for the benefit of all. 
Too many are like little children, 
\?ho watch the thrifty ants building 
their mimic storehouses, only to block 
their progress, or destroy their work 
when completed. 
This class neither 
helps in world achievement or stands 
aside to let the industrial procession 
pass. 
Compared generally with what the 
insect kingdom accomplishes in thrift 
and forethought, we are no so far ad­ 
vanced after all.

Address By Admiral Beatty. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 31.—* 
The spirit of comradeship among 
the nations uniting to fight for lib­ 
erty in the World War must be 
kept alive in the day of peace. Ad­ 
miral David Beatty, commander of 
the Grand Fleet in the North Sea, 
declared at the American Legion 
convention here last night. 
To insure that the sacfifices have 
not been made in vain,” Admiral 
Beatty said, “there remains a task 
to be performed which is part of 
the aftermath of war—a task nec­ 
essary to secure the fruits of the 
labor of the great heroes both liv­ 
ing and dead. 
“That is the task which lies be­ 
fore the great American Legion. 
Those who made a victorious peace 
I>ossible, who stood side by side 
in the war, shall stand side by side 
in peace. 
They shall steadfastly 
repress all petty jealousies 
and 
move forward together along the 
path of civilization and prosperity. 
“In this great task w*e have to 
combat the frailty of human na­ 
ture, the explosiveness of human 
passions. 
“Great peoples are moved 
by 
petty 
incidents 
and 
are all 
too 
readily swayed by the breath of 
scandal and propaganda, but if this 
great organization sets itself stead­ 
fastly to profit by the terrible les­ 
sons of history, w e may surely 
hope with confidence that the past 
wrhieh w’as sealed .with the blood 
of thousands of our comrades will 
be upheld and treasured as a very 
sacred thing, a bulwark of peace 
in the world. 
“The spirit of comradeship which 
animated our fighting may animate 
our whole nations so that they 
may without let or hindrance en­ 
gage in the friendly rivalry of com­ 
merce, to their mutual advantage 
and to the betterment of conditions 
of life. 
“The one great lesson, therefore, 
that w*e have learned through bit­ 
ter experience and the sacrifices 
that have been freely made is the 
value of comradeship. 
“The American Legion, like Its 
great counterpart, the British Le­ 
gion, is well equipped with knowl­ 
edge and experience to press home 
this fundamental truth.

Thursday Afternoon 
Dear Mother and All: — 
Suppose you heard of the storm 
in the south. Well, I got to see my 
first storm. 
1 thought I had seen 
storms, but there are differences 
between storms and STORMS. This 
was a STORM. 
I don’t know howr 
I ever did it but I slept soundly all 
night Monday. It had been raining 
all night Saturday, and all day ;*nd 
night Sunday and Monday. 
Tues­ 
day *1 got up 
and 
George 
took 
Lloyd to school in the car as it was 
still raining, and there was a high 
wind (N, D. wind) but we though! 
nothing about it. 
Ben and his wife 
came over about 9:30 o’clock and 
told us to put on our coats and go 
see the wrater. We went, but were 
not prepared to see what wre saw. 
We could not go on the pier as the* , 
water was over 
it 
and 
beating 
against it, and over it were pieces 
oí ships, 
fish 
houses, 
railroad 
docks and the like. 
Large timbers 
tossed up tw'enty feet high on the 
waves, as though they were cork. 
We could not see far 
out on the 
water as there was a heavy 
mist 
and a heavy wTind, and a beating 
rain. 
All around trees, telephone 
and light poles were falling, caus­ 
ing a net work of wire everywhere. 
Boats and ships that made harboi 
were 
beaten and dashed 
until 
many sank, others wre could 
see 
were being tossed and flung wrirh 
the waves and finally slowiy sank. 
Well, we went to different points 
around St. Petersburg and it was 
all alike. 
W”e even went to Guh- 
port by lifting fallen poles, driving 
in water over hub deep, driving in 
ditches, through 
timber 
and just 
anyway we could get through. 
By 
the time we got there the wind was 
so great that the car could hardh 
stand against it. We came back to 
St. Petersburg and went to 
the 
pier. Again this time we could not 
hear owing to the high wind. 
We 
came home at 12 and found Lloyd 
had arrived directly after we left 
and was packing the windows and 
doors with rags, and had the 
mop 
keeping the water off the floor. He 
had moved the furniture and rolled 
back the carpet. 
YVe 
had 
lunch 
and got in the sedan 
again 
and « 
went the rounds. 
Now the storm 
had subsided and we could see the 
pier and buildings on it were gone. 
Three piers and 
railroad 
docks 
were out, part of the sea wall and 
many homes along 
water 
front 
wrecked. 
One ship same and 
we 
could see the men, swimming and 
lighting with the debris and waves. 
A boat went to rescue them, went 
dead, and drifted out to the big wa­ 
ter. 
Another went and brought in 
four. 
We saw' the other two going 
about twTo miles to north shore. We 
got in the car and 
arrived there 
just a little before they swam 
to 
shore. 
Many were there to give 
aid. They w'ere taken to the hospi­ 
tal. One was a boy about 15, 
the 
other about 20 years of age. 
Again we went to Gulfport. 
Ev­ 
erything was swept clean on 
the 
water front. Not a boat afloat, not 
a fish house left, and the Casino, a 
large hall, was washed ashore and 
I doo’t think a piece of timber was 
left w'hole. Two 
houses 
further 
back were taken, houses had their 
roofs taken off and 
trees, 
poles 
and wires were down everywhere. 
We could see the buildings at Pass- 
a-grill w'ere 
standing, 
and 
the 
people there were safe. 
Many buildings 
were 
wrecked 
here, but not many lives lost. They 
say no one hardly 
slept 
Monday 
night, as it sounded like the water 
was going to rush out of the bay 
over the city, and trees were falling 
—there were 
no lights, no tele* 
phones, 
and 
the 
light 
bulbs 
throughout the city were breaking 
and sounded like big guns being 
fired, and the fire bells and w'hib- 
iles on the boats kept 
going all 
night. 
Men fought the waves and 
held on tQ their boats and ships as 
long as they were afloat, and manj 
went dow'n with them, but were 
not drowned. A boy in Lloyd s room 
stayed on with his father until the 
boat and all her cargo went to the 
bottom, but both swam 
to 
shore. 
We are still in darkness and the 
chances are we will be 
for some 
time. 
No telephones, no lights, no 
street cars, no shows, no milk de­ 
liveries, and almost 
no 
nothiug. 
Even had a bread famine yester­ 
day. 
Would not have missed 
the 
storm for anything, but don’t want 
another. 
Will send you the papers.

Last night's arrivals were greet­

Iayed several hours. 
Alter formal exchanges of cour­ 
tesies between the

shal Ferdinand Foch, soldier 
of 
France, and citizen of the world, to 
day received 
through 
President 
Harding and other high government 
officials, the official thanks of the 
American people lor having led its 
sons'to victory in the world war. 
Unofficial Washington, represent­ 
ed by the man in the streets, 
the 
clerks in the government qí fices, 
and the women at home, also join­ 
ed in paying tribute to the distin­ 
guished French soldier, who declar­ 
ed he was deeply impressed with 
the warmth of his greeting. Cheer­ 
ing crowds greeted him everywhere 
While the average Washingtonian 
has become 
accustomed 
to 
the 
presence of notables, there was no 
mistaking the warmth of the greet­ 
ing that was extended to the little 
gray haired man, who humbled the 
army from across the Rhine. 
The cheers 
that 
he 
received 
came from the hearts as well 
as 
the Ups and throats of those 
who 
uttered them. 
The marshal accepted 
the hom­ 
age paid him with becoming mod­ 
esty. 
The right 
hand 
frequently 
came to his cap 
in 
salute 
and 
smiles played across 
his features. 
He accepted the request of news­ 
papers and motion picture 
photo­ 
graphers, who trailed 
him every­ 
where with good grace, but always 
seemed to breathe a sigh of relief 
w’hen these formalities wrere over. 
When he reached Mount Vernon 
late in the 
afternoon 
a 
distinct 
change came over his countenance. 
The smile was gone. 
He visited 
Washington’s tomb, where he laid 
a beautiful wreath ot 
roses 
and 
chrysanthemums on the grave 
of 
the “Father ol Our Country.” There 
was no speech making.

let him inside.

farms, but that orne he was inside 
the grounds and saw the beautiful

great attraction. 
Frequently he commented on the 
simplicity of the place,

characteristic of the man himself,” 
h< said.

Won Honors in War 
Marshal Ferdinand 
Foch 
might 
well be called the fighting proies- 
sor. 
One of life foremost lecturers on 
military subjects in 
Europe, 
he 
won honors on the 
early 
battle­ 
fields of the world war and in its 
last year, as tlie supreme comman­ 
der of an allied force of 10,000,000 
men, successfully practised 
the 
strategy he had preached so many 
years in the French war college. 
The morning ol 
November 
11, 
1918, found him, 
a 
marshal 
of 
France, sitting in his 
private 
car 
behind the lines, smoking his pipe 
and waiting ,in the unnatural calm 


that followed the hushing of 
the 
big guns, the coming o! the 
Ger­ 
man envoys to ask for peace at th e, 
allies’ price. The professor s theor-j 
ies of strategy and moral force in ! 
warfare had been vindicated. 
Foch fought in the Franeo-Prus- 
sian war as a second lieutenant, as 
did Joffre. 
They were both born 
in the south of France. Foch work-! 
ed for the rest of his life with the 
shame and humiliation of that de­ 
bacle in his mind. 
He studied the 
battlefields of that war 
until 
he 
knew' them as well as 
his 
own 
backyard. 
He studied the German 
war machine, the psychology of its 
leaders, the reasons for their mis­ 
takes and their successs. 
Later, as a professor in the war 
college, he wrote text books on the 
conduct of war and the principles 
of war. 
He worked 
with 
enthu­ 
siasm and patriotic fervor to indoc­ 
trinate the young French officers 
with the principle of the offensive 
at all costs. 
Battles are w'on mor­ 
ally, as well at materially, he said, 
and he stressed the moral element 
in modern warfare. 
As a general commanding a force 
of 120,000 men, Foch found hfmseli 
opposed by a 
German 
army 
of 
200,000 men at the first battle of 
the Marne in 1914. 
As the battle 
progressed, aides 
rushed 
in 
to 
warn him both his wings wTere be­ 
ing pushed back. 
“We 
must 
at­ 
tack in the center,” said Foch. “Or­ 
der up the Moroccans.” 
The German center, composed of 
Prussian guards, the flower of their 
army, gave wav under this unex­ 
pected onslaught and later airplane 
observation brought news to Foch 
of a gap in the German line. 
He 
pushed in a w'edge 
of 
infantry, 
supported by heavy artillery, 
and 
dawn found the 
Germans 
in 
a 
panic and retreat.

night a cloudburst broke through a 
fill and released a torrent, which 
rushed down to the ocean carrying 
about half, the houses in the town. 
Later this 
afternoon 
meagre ad­ 
vices placed the number of dead 
and missing at 35. A ship bearing 
medical aid has gone from Van­ 
couver. 
A portion of Port Coquitlam, 14 
miles east of Vancouver, was de­ 
stroyed by flood waters of the Co­ 
quitlam 
river. 
Several 
buildings 
went floating down the river. 
No 
mention was made of casualties in 
reports from this district, but four­ 
teen families were s.aid to be ma­ 
rooned. 
Communication with the 
stricken area was impossible ex­ 
cept by boat. 
The Canadian Pacific railway re­ 
ported 
extensive 
damage 
to its 
property. 
Several 
bridges 
and 
miles of tracks were washed away, 
on the main line paralyzing trans­ 
continental traffic. 
The Canadian 
Pacific estimated its damage at $1,- 
000,000. 
At Brit an ia Beach several bodies

years from the date of issuance Oi 
the first bonds.

In concluding, the act states that

their ailing children to the witch doc­ 
tors rather than to medical practition­ 
ers. 
One fetish that appeals to these 
superstitious people is that a witch 
doctor can cure a child of backward­ 
ness by means of making a slight in­ 
cision in the cartilage of the child’s 
ear. The operation must be performed 
during the waxing of the moon and the 
art is handed down from generation to 
generation, the “doctor” usually being 
a woman. 
If a cure does not result 
the operation is repeated until the 
child Is cured. 
It is said that many 
women practice this art and that the 
people pay large sums to have dull 
children so treated.—Brooklyn Eagle.

Horseshoe Myth Universal. 
The horseshoe in its most primitive 
form Is of great antiquity.

“Nailing of horseshoes 
seems to have been practiced as well 
to keep witches in as to keep them 
out. 
In Monmouth street, London, 
many horseshoes nailed to the thresh­ 
olds, were to be seen in 1797; in 1813 
Sir 
Henry Ellis counted 
seventeen 
horseshoes in that street, but in 1852 
only eleven remained. The great Nel­ 
son was of a superstitious turn, and 
having great faith In the luck of a 
horseshoe had ou*» nailed to the mast 
of the “ Victory.”

A Scientific Prediction.

The School of Mines apd Metal­ 
lurgy has grown from a school of 
a .handful of students in 1871, when 
is was established, with three mem- 
J bers of the first graduating class 
1 in 1874, to a school with more than 
600 students enrolled last year and 
a graduating class of 60, according 
to school officials. 
When the School of Mines was 
opened in November, 1871, after a 
i bitter contest between ironton and 
! Rolla for the location of the school,

[school building by the city or Rolla, 
Í and Covering less than a square 
block of territory, to a school with 
’ 11 modern buildings covering more 
than 27 acres of land.
